fall before a grand jury to "selling 
out" to gamblers. 


The three swore Monday that the 


state double-crossed them by bringing 
them to trial after promises of im- 
.munlty. 


The trio were the only ones of the 


seven former White Sox stars indicted 
for alleged conspiracy, who confessed. 


The three Black Sox told their story 


to Judge Friend while the 3ury was 
out of the room. The judge is to rule 
on the basis of the testimony 
on 


whether the confessions were volun- 
tary and whether they can be intro- 
duced as evidence. 


Alfred Austrian, who as attorney 


for Charles Comiskey, conducted one 
of the first investigations into tho al- 
leged sale of the series to gamblers, 
testified regarding facts gained in his 
piobe. The witness also took a broad- 
side at two of the Black Sox attorneys. 


Rpports of "skull duggery" in con- 
nection with the theft of confessions 
and immunity waivers signed by Eddie 
Cicotte, Joe Jackson and Claude Wil- 
liams three of the indicted men, flew 
fast about the court rsom. 


These valuable papers were stolen 


from the state's attorney office. 
In- 


formation was received today that 
they were sold to New York gamblers 
for"?10,000. 


This plot within a plot has livened 


the interest in the baseball blotch of 
1919. 


Eddie Cicotte, according to 
testi- 


mony already given at the trial, said 
h« would lose the first game to Cin- 
cinnati if he had "to throw the ball 
over the fence." 


"I was promised immunity if I con- 


fessed," Cicotte said. "Austrian and 
Replogle told me to come clean and 
tell what 1 knew and they w.ould free 
me. 


"They said to me, This is going to 


be a long trial You don't want your 
wife- and babies to suffer while you 
are in the penitentiary, do you'' 


"I confessed and when I was in the 


grand jury room, Judge McDonald 
said 'go ahead and indict him.' 


"I protested and said I had been 


promised freedom. The judge shouted 
•what are you trying to do—bull me?' 


"They asked me to step out of the 


room and when I came back, I was in- 
dicted." 
Shoeless Joe Jackson next stepped 


up to testify his confession was not 


llr'f?voluntary. 
~ 
"Shoeless Joe," once the hero of 


the kids around the White Sox park, 
was questioned bv Attorney Short on 
what happened in the state's attor- 
neys office last fall. 
"Austrian 
told me if I knew 
I 


would be indicted." said Joe. 
"I t"ld him I didn't know about it 


Austrian flhen asked if I had a law- 
yer I told him I did not. 
"Austrian 
then shouted, 
'you'd 


better get one, you need a lawyer 
dam bad.' " 
"I then was tafeen over where the 


grand jury was in session. 


"On the way over with Replogle, 


he told me Cicotte was a free man. I 
was told that the gamblers and not 
the ball players -were - the ones the 
law wanted. 
"They told me to tell my story and 


I would be free. They said I could 
go anywhere I wanted to afterwards 
—to the South Sea islands If I wanted 
to.""Lefty" Williams, the third defend- 
ant who made a confession last fall, 
next made his repudiation. 


"Joe 
Jackson called, me up and 


said he was 
promised immunity," 


said Williams, "so I went down and 
they promised the same thing to me."

The lat- 
ter epened fire at once, one bullet 
striking the chief in the stomach and 
the other in the leg, and then amid a 
fusilade of bullets from the others, 
swam across the river and disap- 
peared in. a wood on the other side 


The pursit of the bandit was trans- 


ferred across the river, 
additional 


posses being formed and tha local cav- 
alry troop, mounted an^ armed, was 
also rushed out to patrol the roads It 
was believed that the bandit was sur- 
rounded in a wood that skirts the 
hanks of the river for some distance 
at the point where he swam across. It 
is not believed that any of the shots 
fired at him white h» was in the water 
took effect. 


A masked bandit poked a gun at 


Evan Evanson. a clerk for the Wis- 
consin-Minnesota Light and Power 
company as he stepped from the car- 
barns at 10 45 this morning and took 
between $900 to $1,100 from him. 


The money was contained m two 


bags, the Sunday recipts of the street 
car and mterurban lines which ho was* 
taking to tho head offices 


The robber then backed Evanson, 


Neil Hilt and C. W. Bellows, two car 
repairers who were with him, into 
the carbarn, and then turned the gun 
on the motorman of a street car that 
was standing nearby in wait of the 
clerk and the money, and ordered him 
to drive on, which the latter did Car 
rying the money in one hand and the 
revolver in the other the robber then 
dashed up the Milwaukee tracks to- 
ward the Chippewa, river and disap- 
peared in tha woods. 


Two women passengers on the 


street car went into hysterics wnen 
the robber turned the gun on the mo- 
torman. 


The entire sheriff's force and police 


force got busy at oneo and searched 
tho wood into which the robber fled 
but up to noon had not found any 
trace' of the bandit. 


Although the robber wore a mask 


the victims of the holdup are certain 
he was a young man. It is evident 
that he was acquainted with the cus- 
tom of the company's clerk making a 
daily trip to the car barns to get the 
receipts of the day before. Ho was 
standing outside the car barn door 
when Evanson stepped out to board 
the street car waiting outside.

gave the first clew as to the direction 
of the banker's flight. 


Byler, who was engaged to Spur 


gin's attractive 21 year old daughter 
Vivian, said he was called to the Spur 
gin home a week ago Saturday. 


"The 
house was in 
confusion," 


Byter said. 
"Everyone was flying 


around, packing trunks and covering 
furniture and pictures 
I was asked 


to take Mrs. Spurgin's cnr to tho 
garage and have it prepared for a 
long trip " 


Byler said that Vivinn told him tho 


previous night her father had come 
home and made a clean breast of the 
entire affair to his family It was 
the first intimation that they had of 
the financial difficulties in which Spur 
g!n had been enmeshed for ma.nv 
months 
Immediately after making 


the confession, Spurgin started his 
flight. He had $50,000 in cash when 
he fled. 
"Packing was completed Saturdny 


and Sunday," Byler continued. "The 
liome was arranged for a long ab- 
sence 
Monday morning Mrs. Spur- 


gin drew $301 from tho bank—all the 
money she had—and sho and Vivian 
started their flight" 


Bvler accompanied them as far as 


Gary, Ind , when he returned to Chi- 
cago. 
He heard from Vivian fre- 


quently during the week. Sho told 
how tired she and her mother were be- 
coming of tho constant driving over 
hot dusty roads, of being forced to 
skimp on meals because their flnan 
cos were running low, of the high coat 
of hotel bills and gasoline. 


Byler had two letters from Detroit, 


where the auto in which Mrs. Spur- 
gin had driven, was located in a gar- 
ago. Vivian said she and her mother 
were going to have to look for work. 
She told of staying at a rooming 
house but when authorities went to 
the placo they found that tho two 
•women had again fled. 


Detectives were of the opinion that 


Vivian and her mother had crossed 
the Canadian line to Join Spurgin and 
that the whole family might make a 
try for Europe. Wireless flashes were 
sent to all vessels to watch for the 
missing banker. 


Another trail of Spurgin which wa<) 


followed, led to French Lick, Ind. A 
man answering Spurgin's description 
was seen at the famons Hoosler water- 
tog place Saturday.

talk about economy, the American tax- 
payer will not be rid of his war bur- 
den, is at last being admitted by lead- 
ers of tlie Republican party. Scoie- 
tary Mollon o£ the treasury depart- 
ment, on the one hand, has told the 
ways and means committee of tho 
house that judging by wliat has hap- 
pened thus far fully four billion dol- 
lars in revenue will be needed to run 
the government, and Senator Penrose 
has intimated, on uv» other hand, that , 
he had little hope of seeing taxes re-1 
duced. 
It will be lemembered that I 


Secretary Houston, oC the Democratic 
administration, told the country last | 
year that he did not believe govern- 
ment expenses could be cut below four 
billion, and that, therefore, all pi onus- 
es of lower toiation were unwar- 
ranted. 


So a Republican secretary o£ the 


treasury now agrees with a Demo- 
cratic secretary of the treasury in 
naming 
four billion dollars as the 


government budget, and all hopes of 
lower taxation are going a glimmer- 
ing 
Mr. Mellon has gone a step fur- 


ther by telling the Republican \\a>s 
and means committee another painful 
fact, namely, that the torilf bill, about 
which there has been so much con- 
troversy and which has just passed 
the house, will riot yield more than 
four hundred and fiftj. million dollars 
annually, and perhaps lets. Originally 
it has been estimated that the new 
tariff would furnish s.ix hundred mil- 
lion dollars.

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GOVERNMENT FINANCES 


Our present income and excess profits 


taxes are inefficient and defeat their own 
purpose, and an early revision of our tax 
program is absolutely necessary, accord- 
ing to Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, 
•who also says that the ten billions of ^ tax 
exempt securities now crvmed in the Unit- 
ed States constitute an economic evil of 
tie first magnitude. The revision of our 
tax program should be effected immediate- 
ly, according to Secretary Mellon, who in 
an article on "Refunding the Short Dated 
Debt," urges that the congress should 
take action by statute or constitutional 
amendment to re-adjust the tax structure 
and restrict further exemption of munici- 
pal and state securities. 
Secretory Mel- 


lon says: 
In the next Wo years, or thereabouts there 


will mature about seven and one-half billions 
of shortdated debt (including the outstanding 
floating debt), and it is to the gradual retire- 
ment of this debt that the bulk of the treas- 
ury's current surplus 
is necessarily applied. 


largely through the sinking fund and the mis- 
o°llaneous debt retirements. 
Substantial prog- 


ress has already been made in the retiremem- 
ment of the short-dated debt. 
On March 31, 


1921 
the short-dated debt aggregated Si.aiS.- 


954,141.89, as compared with $9.24S.1SS,921.12 on 
August 31, 1919, which was the date when the 
war debt was at its peak. 
This reduction of about one and two-thirds 


billions within that 
period was due in large 


measure to the reduced balance in the general 
fund and the application of receipts from war 
salvage, and in a lesser degree to surplus tax 
receipts. In view of its early maturity it is 
necessary that the treasury regard this short- 
dated debt as a whole. Within the next two 
years it may hope to effect a further reduction 
approximately one billion dollars through the 
continued operation Of the sinking fund and the 
miscellaneous annual debt retirements. 


The remainder, or more than six million dol- 


lars, will have to be refunded. As was announced 
on April 30, it will accordingly 
be the policy 


of the treasury to vary its monthly offerings of 
treasury certificates of indebtedness at conven-^ 
lent intervals, when the market conditions are 
favorable, with issues of short-term notes in mo- 
derate amounts, with maturities of from three 
to five years. This program aims at a gradual 
distribution of the short-dated debt through suc- 
cessive issues of treasury notes in maturities ex- 
tending over the five years from 1923 to 192S, 
when the Third Liberty loan will mature. The 
current requirements of the treasury will also be 
met, as in the past, by offerings of treasury cer- 
tificates from time to time. 


A program of this kind should make the 


short-dated debt more manageable and fa- 
cilitate the refunding operations necessary 
in connection with the maturity of the Vic- 
tory Liberty loan. The successful carry- 
ing out of the program will depend in 
large measure on the cooperation of the 
American bankers in the distribution of 
the notes, the practice of rigid economy 
in expenditures in all departments of the 
government and an intelligent revision of 
the tax laws. 


Mr. Mellon 's reference to tax exempt 


securities directs attention to one of the 
grossest evils in our tax; system. Tax ex- 
empt bonds are economically and political- 
ly unsound. As a result of the practice of 
issuing them there are in the United States 
today $10.000,000,000 of securities 
which enable holders to either escape taxa- 
tion or to reduce it to a nominal amount. 
There is no reason why wealth held in this 
form should not be taxed any more than 
wealth held in any other form. Mr. Mel-

which ought to be acted upon by congress 
is timely and well sustained by the facts.

KEEPING MOTHERS AND CHILDREN 


TOGETHER 


It is against sound public economy to 


allow poverty alone to cause the separa- 
tion of a child from the care of a good 
mother. This is the principle back of the 
mothers' pension system, the administra- 
tion of which is discussed in a report is- 
sued by the United States department of 
labor. The Illinois statute of 1911 was 
the first mothers' pension law in the coun- 
try. At present 40 states in the Union, 
including tTisconsin. have such a law. The 
administration of the Illinois law of 1911 
was placed with judges of the juvenile 
courts throughout the state, and very wide 
discretion was vested in the court. In 1913 
the law was radically altered and the au- 
thority of the courts was definitely limited. 
Minor charges have since been made. 


During the first year following the en- 


actment of the pension law in Illinois, on- 
ly 16 counties outside Cook county made 
any use of it, while by the end of 1920 
pensions were being granted in all but 12 
of the 102 counties of the state. At the 
close of the first year of the administra- 
tion-of the original law, there were 327 
families on the pension roll of the juven- 
ile court of Cook county representing a 
monthly expenditure of almost $7.000, 
while in November, 1919, there *vere 851 
families on the roll with a monthly expen- 
diture more than four times as great as in 
1912. 


Administration of the law in Cook coun- 


ty has set an admirable standard both as 
to adequacy of pensions and efficiency of 
administration. 
The court follows meth- 


ods standardized by good private relief 
agencies in the investigation that precedes 
the pension grant and also in the supervi- 
sion of families after they are placed on 
the pension roll. Aid is administered in 
such a way as to encourage the self-respect 
of the beneficiary, and a relationship of 
cooperation is established between the 
pensioned mother and the supervising pro- 
bation officer. 


However, methods of administration 


are diverse throughout the state, and facts 
presented in the report point to conclusion 
ttoa-t the principle of local responsibility 
for administration should be replaced by 
some measure of state control or standar- 
dization. The importance of perfecting the 
mothers' pension law is strongly empha- 
sized because, the report points out, this 
system if properly organized and safe- 
guarded may contain the nucleus of a new 
form of state aid free from the paupering 
effect of the old public charities, and ca- 
pable of considerable extension, along with 
actual economy of expenditure. 


AS FRANCE VIEWS THE 


PROBLEM 


The mixed commission on disarmament 


of the League of Nations is meeting in 
Paris to formulate at least a tentative pro- 
gram for disarmament to be presented to 
the league assembly when it meets at Ge- 
neva in September. The suggestion that 
the commission defer action to await the 
result of the Washington disarmament 
conference was rejected alter former Pre- 
mier Viviani of Prance made the follow- 
ing illuminating and significant argument: 


The Question of disarmament is so difficult, so 


complex and so delicate that those who approach 
It meet ignorance, prejudice and traditions in 
both military and economic fields, so that there 
cannot be too many men trying to solve the prob- 
lem. It will not have been worth white to carry 
the burdens of the great war if we cannot derive 
from it benefits for our children.

THE PERILS OF A VACATION (5). 


Besides being bitten by mosquito**, pestered by 


flies, chased by the cows, bitten by the dog. eun- 
burned. poisoned with ivy, infected by drinking pol- 
luted -water and perhaps ferociously attacked by a 
wild rabbit, there is still the chance of being bitten 
by a snahe while on a vacation. 


Venomous snakes, (rattle-snake, copperhead, moc- 


casin) in this country are pit-vipers, that is, they 
have a depression or pit over the lip between the eye 
and the nostril: have triangular heads, with wide, 
massive jaws (great muscular development of the 
jaws); elliptical pupils, and bodies comparativels 
thick in proportion to length. Harmless snakes hava 
round heads, no pits, round pupils, and bodies com 
paratively slender. Harmless snakes should not be 
killed, for they are destroyers of field vermin, and 
some of them, such as the black snake and bull- 
snake, will destroy venomous snakes. 
Venomous 


snakes are never found in or on trees. The forked 
tongue of a snake is a diagnostic implement, not a 
weapon. The poisonous snakes have two fangs at- 
tached to the upper jaw. and hinged so that ordinar- 
ily they lie horizontally against the upper jaw- 
pointing backward; they are erected to point down- 
ward and slightly forward when the" snake is angered 
or about to strike. Through the fangs the venom or 
poison is injected from the venom sacs into thhe 
wound, on the principle of the hypodermi cneedle. A 
snake can strike something less than his own length, 
never more than his own length. 


Snakebites are by no means so frequently fatal 


as popularly imagined. Only rarely is the outcome 
of a venomous reptile's bite fatal to a. human being. 
The venom is a paralyzant in effect on the nervous 
system, used by a sluggish reptile in securing prey. 
If the snake has already bitten prey within a few 
hours, the second bite is likely to proce innocuous, 
f6r it takes many hours to reproduce venom once 
the poison sacs have been emptied. 


Little pain is felt by the victim of a. snakebite, at 


least until the swelling of the part begins. After a 
few hours in severe cases general weakness, cold 
sweating, faintness and labored breathing develop, 
and in from 24 to 36 hours, as a rule, recovery is well 
"under way. In rare cases of extreme poisoning, de- 
lirium or coma (unconsciousness) supervenes and 
death follows within a few days. But In nine cases 
out of ten snakebite proves a comparatively minor 
Injury. 


The first aid in snakebite is vigorous sucking of 


the wound, by the victim or by another person. This 
involves no risk for the person sucking the wound, 
as the venom is not poisonous through the mouth. 
After a minute of this^the flesh should be cut freely 
open, about half an inch deep and an inch long, 
criss-cross, to promote bleeding. Or if the skin of 
the bitten part can be raised with the fingers, clip 
it out with scissors. Injection of a solution of five 
grains of potassium permanganate in an ounce of 
water, by hpyodermic syringe, into the bitten part, 
is a good remedy if available. Besides cutting into 
and sucking the wound, it is'well to bind the arm or 
leg tightly with a handkerchief above the wound, 
and give stimulants such as strong coffee or aro- 
matic spirits of ammonia if the patient becomes 
faint, drowsy or weak.

In time 
of war the nation developing a new 
offensive weapon will guard its se- 
crets with the greatest zeal so that 
its use will prove a. disastrous surprise 
to an enemy. Naturally it requires 
time to work out proper defensive 
measures. 


The World War demonstrated this 


axiom of warfare many times. The 
first Canadian troops against whom 
the Germans used gas were alain by 
thousands because the means of com- 
bating gas had not been 
perfecteo. 


The gas mask reduced the effective- 
ness, of the gas weapon, but its perfec- 
tion lagged behind the development of 
the offensive gas weapon. 


The bow and arrow in ancient times 


was a powerful weapon of war until 
shields and helmets ef a. sort were 
made. 
The sword and lajice forced 


the development of metal armor and 
shields as protective armor plating for 
'battleships followed. 


The submarine used by the 
Ger- 


mans in the late war wreaked greater 
havoc in the beginning than after de- 
fensive measures were developed to 
combat it. 
These measures were of 


various sorts. Camouflage of mer- 
chant ships, arming them with rifles, 
and the depth bomb greatly reduced 
losses due to submarines. One of the 
most effective schemes in reducing 
these losses was credited to Thomas 
A. Edison. It is reported that he made 
a map, noting on It the exact position 
and time where all ships were sunk 
by submarines, and by merely chang- 
ing sailing times so that ships passed 
through the thickly infested spots un- 
der cover of darkness, merchant ship 
losses were still further reduced. An- 
other curious but presumably effective 
weapon was the policy adopted by the 
.illles of not letting it be known whea/ 
ever a German submarine was 
de- 


stroyed or captured. 
This was done 


with the intention of working on the 
nerves of the officers and crews of oth- 
er submarines and destroying their 
confidence in their underwater craft. 


Importance of Aircraft 


Aircraft was the greatest de^elop- 


ment. or the beginning of the greatest 
modern offensive weapon of warfare, 
according to the belief of many army 
and navy experts. This weapon has 
an advantage in mobility greater than 
any ever devised, and defensive meas- 
ures lagged behind, as usual. 
The 


anti-aircraft gun was perfected but 
the development of the offensive air- 
craft to the point of greatest efficiency 
is going forward now, In times of 
peace, more rapidly, perhaps, 
than 


during the war. 


The main defense worked out thus 


far against aircraft is other aircraft. 
Anti-aircraft guns, particularly on 
shore, are looked upon as secondary 
because they cannot keep pace with 
the flying attack, and must be con- 
sidered as stationary. The element of 
surprise in airplane a'ttack renders it 
impossible to be prepared to meet air- 
craft with anti-aircraft guns at any 


particular point Th» gun lionore im- 
portant as a defensive weapon for ves- 
sels than ashore, as the gun ie carried' 
with the object of attack all the time. 
The air space which an attacking 
plane must occupy to bomb a ship can 
be completely covered by an aerial 
barrage of high-explosive shells, ex- 
perts of the navy say, and this may 
render battleship* practically immune 
from air attacks, particularly if pur, 
suit planes ar* used also to chase and 
bring down the enemy bombers. 


It is the view of many naval ex- 


perts and students of the question 
that the capital fighting ship—the su- 
perdreadnaught and the battle cruiser 
—will continue as the main unit ot 
sea warfare. 'As destroyers are utiliz- 
ed as a screen against submarine at- 
tack, and as heavy armor is carried 
as protection against gunfire, so anti- 
aircraft guns and airplanes will pro- 
tect this fighting unit of the sea. This 
will continue, it ie believed, as long 
as warfare lacts and while th« com- 
merce of the world IB borne upon the 
surface of the sea. 


While fighting ships can be protect- 


ed against aerial attack by proper de- 
velopment of a nation's own air forc- 
es, it is conceivable that in another 
great war, should one occur, aircraft 
would wreak terrible havoc in 
the 


commercial fleets of the nations un- 
less before that war occurs the na- 
tions evolve some adequate defense 
from air attacks for these commerce 
bearers. 


The New Big Gun 


Recently newspapers published re- 


ports of the development of a gun 
which would hurl a projectile weigh- 
ing many tons a distance of from 200 
to 300 miles. Naturally, such a wea- 
pon would be practically useless 
against ships at sea, as they are far 
and away beyond the horizon and be- 
yond the reach of spotters^ In observ- 
ing planes. Add to tills the fact that 
a. fleeting target would be always on 
the move, and the uselessness of the 
big guns against navies becomes more 
apparent. 


If the gun proves practicable, 
it 


would be a terrible weapon in land 
warfare, however. The present day 
big land guns are so powerful that the 
strongest fortifications are soon de- 
stroyed by "them. Early in 1914 this 
was demonstrated by the advancing 
German armies, when the finest and 
most modern fortresses in the world 
were reduced one by one by the big 
guns. 


The "seventy-flve-mile gun" 
with 


which Paris was bombarded did not 
do a great deal of damage from a mil- 
itary point of view, but it did demon- 
strate to artillerymen all over the 
world that it was possible to shoot a 
gun of tremendous range with accur- 
acy, and that further development of 
the weapon would render it more use- 
ful as a destructive agent in the fu- 
ture, if wars are to continue. The ex- 
plosive shell used in the long range 
German gun was a mere pin prick In 
comparison 
with 
the 
destruction 


which the new gun now talked of 
would accomplish. Hurling a high ex 
plosive shell hundreds of miles into 
enemy territory, and demolishing ev- 
erything for a Idhg distance arouna 
the point of explosion. It would be a 
truly awful Attacking weapon. No 
sort of armament to withstand such 
gunfire could be, effective. 


There Is little doubt that the pro- 


posed new gun could be made accur- 
ate. Marvelous accuracy is obtained 
with all of the big guns now in use, 
including the indirect firing guns, or 
mortars. 
The charge which propels 


the projectile is measured almost to 
the last grain of powder. So well is 
this science perfected that In target 
practice at sea, when two big guns 
are fired, sometimes only one splash 
will result when the two projectiles 
hit the sea^at exactly the same point 
and at precisely the same, fraction of 
a second.

London.—It is interesting to note 


the differences in thought in France 
and Great Britain on the question of 


reduction of armaments. 
In France it Is not seriously dis- 


cussed, and as far as one can learn 
there is no strong public sentiment in 
favor of it. It is taken for granted 
there that disarmament in any real 
sense of the word is an impossible 
program for France. The burden of 
taxation is crushing, and under the 
new laws it bears more and more 
heavily upon the resources of the na- 
tion, but to lighten it by a reduction 
of armament occurs to no one and 
seems to be on no party program, ex- 
cept that of the extreme left. Victory 
has brought no assurance of security, 
and the thought that lies upper-most 
in the minds of the French is not will 
there be another war, but when will 
it come. 


On the other hand, there is no ques- 


tion which is arousing more interest 
and concern in Great Britain than 
that of limitation of armaments. The 
preponderating sentiment of the coun- 
try is for it, and every expression in 
favor of it is received with enthusi- 
asm. 


There seems to be full realization of 


what continued rivalry in armaments 
will mean, and the public in Great 
Britain and in the Dominions would 
like to see as much of a reduction as 
the safety of the empire will permit. 
To continue as in the past means fin- 
ancial ruin and also another war, 
which might easily bring to an end 
our present day civilization. 


France has no navy which in any 


sense could be considered a threat or 
a danger to Great Britain, therefore 
it is not probable that In a discussion 
of limitation of armaments she will 
insist upon a drastic reduction of the 
French army. Great Britain sa.w no 
menace in the German army until her 
formidable navy sprang into exis- 
tence. Without an army of her own 
she could not permit so near a neigh- 
bor to have the greatest military ma- 
chine the world has ever seen and, in 
addition, a navy commensurate with 
her own. It was one of the many 
follies of pre-war German statesman- 
ship that this was not recognized. 


In speaking of this an eminent Eng- 


lish statesman said to the writer re- 
cently that the airplane and other 
modern implements of war had taken 
from Great Britain her insular secur- 
ity and that it was a matter of grave 
concern to the British how large an 
army their continental neighbors had.

Is th« cost of living coming down? 
That question is on the minds of 


many people, especially those who 
have taken a reduction in wages or 
expect one. 
Some prices remain at 


their high level in Appletou. notably 
house rent 
Th^re are people wh« 


say they cannot see much Improve- 
ment in other lines &« tbey make their 
purchases. 


Prices have come down, but they 


have no_t reached the 19131914 level, 
except in the case of some farm pro- 
ducts, according to a series of charts 
and graphs received by Wolter Imple- 
ment company, shewing ' the price 


crease over prewar days is 41 per- 
cent 


Clothing 'went up 258 per cent from 


1913 to 1920 and then slid back 73 
per cent, remaining 86 per cent above 
th» prices of former days. House- 
furnishing goods still are 1T4 per cent 
orer the 1914 level, 57 per cent below 
the peak price of 1920, when prices 
were 231 per cent above,normal. 


Fuel and lighting did not reach the 


high level of other prices. Tfte,*peak 
in 1920 was 113 per cent above normal 
and this has declined 14 per cent until 
now fuel may be bought for 99 per' 
cent of prices in former days'. The 
biggest single increase came in 1917, 
when the quotations jumped 76 pejL 
cent, also the time of entry into war™ 


Drugs and chemicals were highest 


in 1917 at 129 per'cent above normal, 


trend of various commodities. 
The 


peak was reached in 1920. but almost 
everything appeals to have dropped 
since that time. 


Prices of 327 commodities were 


taken as the basis 6f one chart. Here 
it is shown that prices remained about 
the Same in, 1914 and 1915. then rost 
17 per cent in 1916. Rises were rapid 
and seemingly reckless in the next 
four years, until in 1920 these goods 
brought 165 per cent more than in 
prewar days. Then there was a sud- 
den plunge toward normalcy of ap- 
prox^mately 70 per cent when the de 
presSion came. This condition makes 
the average' prices higher than the 
1914 level by 54 per cent. 
Wages 


that were increased more than. 54 per- 
cent and remain so make the work- 
man better off than if he had prewar 
wages and prices. 


Wheat prices have had a marked 


fluctuation. 
They dropped 5 per cent 


in 1914, went up 63 per cent in 1915. 
dropped 38 per cent in 1916 then shot 
up 150 per cent from the 1913 level 
in 1917. 
The peak was reached in 


1920, when prices were 200 per cent 
above normal. Then came the sensa- 
tional drop which brought the 191S 
level in view. This decrease was 132 
per cent, leaving wheat 18 per «ent 
above the Old quotation.
